BERLIN, Dec. 27 (AP)—An 
American <Air Force sergeant 
from Paris who visited Berlin 
over Christmas has disappeared 
in the Soviet sector of Berlin 
after an automobile accident.

The East German  govern- 
ment news agency, ADN, said 
Kliman was “drunk,” drove 
through a stop sign, and caused 
a collision with an East Ger. 
man Car, 

An American investigation 
showed, the Army said, that 
several persons riding with K\i- 
man were given first aid at an 
East Berlin hospital and then 
released. 

An Army spokesman said East 
Berlin Communist police told 
Kliman he could recover his 
car by accompanying them to 
the police headquarters. He has 
not been seen since, the official] 
added. 

East Berlin Communists have 
been assailing personnel of the 
western armed forces since two 
United States soldiers were in- 
volved in a brawl several weeks 
ago. Though the Russians turned 
the men back to the Amerieans. 
the East Germans demanded 
that “in future cases” western 


soldiers face trial by an East 
German court.

Example Cited. 

One of her patients, with a 
‘ong history of violence and 
self-injury, had no such out- 
break from last April to Octo- 
Ser, while. taking meprobamate. 
Taken off the drug to test its 
effectiveness, he smashed win- 
dow panes with his fists and 
banged his head against the 
wall. A return to the drug 
ended the violence, and now 
he spends his time quietly 
watching television with other 
patients. 

As an example of the drug's 
safety, Dr. Pennington said an- 
other patient took 62 tablets 
at once, having hoarded pills 
that other patients threw away. 
The patient slept for two days 
and awoke with no ill effects. 

A Middletown (Conn.) psy- 
chiatrist, Dr. Nina Toll, re- 
ported good results on office 
patients with azocyclonal, trade 
name of which is ‘‘Frenquel.” 
Patients who in the past were 
struggling to find words to say 
anything at all began spon- 
taneously to verbalize their 
emotions, gained insight into 
the meaning of the symptoms 
to their illness and became in- 
creasingly alert,” she reported. 
Their interest in life, initiative 
and inclination to creative ac- 
tivities increased. 

‘Continued to Hear Voices.’ 

“Contrary to expectation, 
those who had hallucinations 
prior to the therapy with Fren- 
quel continued to hear voices 
but began to realize that it was 
part of their illness.” 

Dr. Werner Tuteur, clinical 
director of the Elgin (Ill.) State 
Hospital, found chlorpromazine 
and reserpine effective together 
in treating “those who persist- 
ently remove their’ clothes, 
those who feel the need to de- 
stroy things, such as breaking 
up furniture or windows or 
tearing clothes, those who beat 
and injure others and them- 
selves and the so-called untidy 
patients who have no control 
over their toilet habits.” 

Treated with the two drugs, 
he reported, one such patient 
now hold down a $90-a-week 
job and another sings in a 
church choir. 

Due to Physical Causes. 

Results thus far with these 
new drugs require important 
changes in psychoanalytic con- 
cepts, it was pointed out by Dr. 
Frank J. Ayd Jr. of Baltimore. 
He noted that symptoms which 
were considered “psychogenic” 
-—of mental origin—*“ are now 
obviously due to physical causes 
which were recognized.” 

Dr. Ayd called the outlook 
promising and said many pa- 
tients now could be treated in 
psychiatrists’ offices instead of 
requiring hospitalization. 

He noted, however, that most 
obsessions and hysterias showed 
no benefit from the drugs. 

He call it “an imprudent, pre- 
mature state of affairs” that 
some hospitals had closed their 
insulin units, many Nad prac- 
tically discontuined electric 
shock therapy and some psychi- 
atrists had apparently decided 
that they needed no weapons 
now but psychotherapy and the 
new drugs. 

Deep Sea Currents Studied.

“We know hardly anything 
about them,” he said, “not 
even whether it takes 100 or 
10,000 years for the deep cur- 
sents to travel from the Ant- 
arctic to the Equator and back 
again. Yet they are important, 
he added—as possible elements 
in Iong-range weather forcast- 
ing ‘and as essential factors in 
any-plans to grow human food 
on the ocean surface and to 
get -rid of atomic wastes by 
dumping them into the ocean.

CHANGE has taken place. 
A crtimism

By ones and twos, economists 
are shifting from bullishness to 
dubiety or even outright bear- 
ishness.

40-Hour Double-Talk? 


To.the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


The Post-Dispatch of December 
23 published an editorial headed 
“Right Start for Quickest Result,” 
in which those of us who are seeking 
a 40-hour work week for city institu- 
tional employes were given a con- 
siderable amount of free advice. 

The principal point of the editorial 
is that the union should turn to the 
Civil Service Commission in seeking 
a 40-hour week. It is a matter of 
record that the union has repeatedly 
asked the Civil Service Commission 
to recommend a 40-hour week. The 
Civil Service Commission has re- 
peatedly refused to do so. There is 
nothing to indicate that the Commis- 
sion has had a change of heart. 
It has taken the position that 
the fixing of maximum work hours 
is a matter of administrative policy. 

The present law, drawn by the 
Commission, provides for a 40-hour 
minimum work week and tosses the 
fixing of a maximum right into the 
Mayor's lap. The Mayor now main- 
tains that he favors a 40-hour week, 
but that legal procedures must be 
followed. The quick result for which 
the Post-Dispatch asks could be 
reached in an unquestionably legal 
manner if the Mayor would simply 
instruct the department heads to ef- 
fect a 40-hour week. Instead, the 
Mayor has chosen to hide behind 
a lot of legalistic double-talk. 

If there is some question as to the 
legality of Board Bill 195, it should 
be decided by the courts, not by the 
Mayor on the recommendation of 
one of his own political appointees. 
This could have been done very 
simply. The bill was written to take 
effect in April. This would certainly 
have provided sufficient time to file 
a suit for declaratory judgment and 
get a binding decision on its legality. 

It may be “fairly clear” to the 
Post-Dispatch that this bill is in- 
valid because of its origin. It is 
“fairly clear” to us that while the 
Commission must initiate wage bills, 
the Board of Aldermen has the au- 
thority to legislate hours of work 
and leaves of absence with or with- 
out the Commission's recommenda- 
tions. 

In the light of the advice given 
us by our own attorneys, the con- 
sistent refusal of the Commission in 
the past, and the continued failure 
of Mayor Tucker to act on the 40- 
hour week, we feel we are obliged 
to ask the Board to override the 
Mayor's veto.

Allies for Consumers 


Not very often do the American people have 
an opportunity to see segments of a big utility 
industry warring among themselves over a pub- 
lic issue. Yet that is the case with natural gas. 

There is nothing very new about the gas argu- 
ment itself. Nearly every recent Congress has 
had bills before it to exempt “independent” nat- 
ural gas producers from price regulation by the 
Federal Power Commission. The latest such ef- 
fort is the Harris-Fulbright bill, which was 
passed by the House by only six votes in the 
last session and will come. to early Senate at- 
tention next year. 

The new element in this dispute is that gas 
distributing companies—the local utilities—are 
now active in opposing this legislation to ben- 
efit producers. : 

The Council of Local Gas Companies, antici- 
pating the legislative issue, is distributing litera- 
ture against the “gas grab.” A recent issue of 
Public Utilities Fortnightly contains a consid- 
ered statement by Senator Douglas of Illinois 
that the proposed bill would cost millions of 
consumers millions of dollars a year. And so on, 

Why are the gas producers and distributors 
divided? The local gas companies, and the pipe- 
lines which carry gas to them, face state and 
federal regulation. The independent gas produc- 
ers—mostly big oil companies—until recently 
were not regulated. Then the Supreme Court 
held that they were subject to regulation by the 
FPC. The Harris-Fulbright bill is an attempt 
to escape. 

If the price of gas sold for interstate consump- 
tion is not reasonably controlled, the local utili- 
ties and the pipelines which are controlled will 
first have to pay the higher bill, and then un- 
der regulation attempt to pass it on to their 
customers. 

That is hardly fair to the distributors. But 
more important, as long as the natural gas indus- 
try—so increasingly important to industrial 
progress and home heating—is left half “free” 
and half regulated, the public will have no real 
protection against price gouges. 


As the opposing strategists plan their legisla- 
tive battle for the umpteenth time, it is easy to 
see that the oil companies once more will appeal 
to the public in terms of “free enterprise.” Frank 
M. Porter, head of the American Petroleum In- 
stitute, already has direly pictured “absolute 
federalization of this segment of our industry.” 


The inevitable answer to that, as stated by the 
local gas companies, is simply that the distributors 
are regulated and still represent free enterprise. 
They run their own business, subject to the tra- 
ditional system of utility regulation, and are 
proud of it. 

In addition, the oil companies will contend 
both that gas development deserves better in- 
come, and that gas prices will not rise very rap- 
idly. Aside from the contradiction in these ar- 
guments, the answer is that if the gas producers 
do not hope for large price increases, they have 
no reason to fear public regulation. 

These arguments have been heard before and 
often, and soon wil: be heard again. It is fortu- 
nate for 26,000,000 American families who de- 
pend on natural gas that important utilities in 
that industry are on their side. 
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Friend of Youth 

William H. Danforth was an eminently suc- 
cessful business man who opened up the pio- 
neering field of prepared, balanced livestock 
feeds. Over a span of more than a half cen- 
tury he blazoned his red-and-white checkerboard 
emblem in large cities and crossroads settle- 
ments across the country.

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A Champion’s Latest Exit 

Last season was supposed to be the last 
season for Otto Graham, the old pro of profes- 
sional football, or at least it was until this 
season began and the Cleveland Browns began 
losing games. The veteran quarterback then 
consented to play for another, last season, and 
took the Browns to the eastern division cham- 
pionship. On the day after Christmas, he played 
the last game of the last season by scoring two 
touchdowns and passing for two more as the 
Browns defeated Los Angeles, 38 to 14, for the 
professional title. That is, the game was sup- 
posed to be last of the last—the finis, finale, 
conclusion, and exit. You never know about 
old pros, but we cannot think of anything else 
Otto Graham could do which would not be a 
denouement. 
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Unconvincing Defense 

Secretary McKay's defense of his new policy 
respecting oil and gas leasing in United States 
wildlife refuges is hardly reassuring. His asser- 
tion that the Wildlife Management Institute's 
charges are “unfounded” is supported only by 
the statement that Dr. Ira N. Gabrielson of the 
institute approved the new regulations. 

Dr. Gabrielson by his own account misunder- 
stood a salient point of the policy. He thought 
it required a presidential order before wildlife 
refuges could be opened up to oil and gas leases. 
The institute opposes leasing on any other 
terms, he says. 

More impressive than Secretary McKay's de- 
fense are the comments on his new policy by 
Representative Lee Metcalf of Montana and 
Senator Wayne Morse of Oregon. 

Mr. Metcalf, who has been one of the fore- 
most champions of conservation in Congress, 
says the Secretary's action suggests a “give- 
away” worse than the now-defunct Dixon-Yates 
power contract and should be investigated by 
Congress. Senator Morse says Secretary Mc- 
Kay's order closing off 12 of the refuges from 
oil drilling is “hypocrisy” because “the record 
shows that none of these had ever been opened 
up to such activity in the first place.” 

Representative Metcalf and Senator Morse 
have proved themselves as guardians of the 
public domain. Secretary McKay has not yet 

done so, though the Secretary of fn th is sup- 
. 


posed to be the No. 1 protector of that domain. 
The inquiry Mr. Metcalf suggests is plainly 
called for to disclose how well Secretary McKay 
is discharging this public trust. 
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The Pope on Nuclear Bombs 
Pope Piux XII spoke in the accents of his 
exalted office as a spiritual leader when he ad- 


-dressed his seventeenth annual message to the 


subject of the threat that atomic weapons hold 
out to all mankind. 

_ The Roman Catholic Ponfiff made a point too 
little stressed when he distinguished in effect 
between the potential danger of an atomic war 
and the present ill effects that flow. from experi- 
mental nuclear blasts. For it has been too little 
recognized that atomic explosions in increasing 
numbers differ only in degree from the holo- 
caust that would end civilization as the world 
knows it. 

The Pope warned as to the consequences of 
competing blasts in the world and said: “Too 
many such explosions would in time cause an 
increase in the density of radioactive products 
in the atmosphere whose diffusion depends on 
the elements not under man’s control. Thus 
would be generated conditions very dangerous 
for many living beings.” 

As for what it might be like were an atomic 
war touched off, the Pontiff showed himself to 
have graphic powers of description. He foresaw: 

Entire cities, even the largest and the 
richest in art and history, wiped out; a pall 
of death over the pulverized ruins, covering 
countless victims with limbs burnt, twisted, 
and scattered while others groan in their 
death agony. 

Meanwhile, the specter of the radioactive 
cloud hinders the survivors from giving any 
help and inexorably advances to snuff out 
any remaining life. 

There will be no song of victory, only the 
inconsolable weeping of humanity which in 
desolation will gaze upon the catastrophe 
brought on by its own folly. 

This was a dark message for a season of glad- 
ness but it was not in anywise misplaced or mis- 
timed. Signs are increasing that many leaders 
over the world realize there must not ever be an 
atomic war because of the frightful tost in life 
and treasure it would entail. Then all the more 
reason to translate this realization into actuality. 
The Pope’s warning about the probable results 
of atomic explosions was an arresting, sobering 
message. 


Edward F. Howrey, chairman of the Federal 
Trade Commission by appointment of President

Howrey’s two-year chairmanship of the agency 
designed to protect the public against shoddy 
goods, false claims, and misrepresented prod- 
ucts is bringing FTC cases to his law firm. 
ere is a fair question, however, as to why 
Mr. Howrey took the chairmanship in the first 
place. His appointment was for six years run- 
ning into 1959. Yet he served hardly more than 
two years and quit. Why? Why also did Pres- 
ident Eisenhower make an appointment so out 
of spirit with the law-.and purposes of this 
people’s protective agency?

Black Mark Against the List 


The case of James Kutcher, whose veteran's 
compensation is in doubt pending a loyalty in- 
quiry, will arouse some sympathy because 
Kutcher is a legless war veteran, and his $329 
monthly pension is his sole income. Sympathy 
aside, the case raises important questions of 
principle. 

As matters stand, the Veterans’ Administra- 
tion has temporarily restored the pension for 
the Newark (N.J.) veteran who lost his legs in 
World War II. The VA promises a hearing on 
the undisclosed charges. Earlier the VA dis- 
missed Kutcher as a file clerk because of his 
membership in the Socialist Workers party, 
which is on the Attorney General's list of sub- 
versive organizations. 

The Socialist Workers party is a small group 
opposed to the Communist party, and it might 
be asked whether such a group is either im- 
portant enough or dangerous enough to be in- 
cluded in a list of subversive organizations. But 
that is a minor question. 

The larger question is whether the list is or 
can be an appropriate measure of subversion 
for use against individual citizens, or is of any 
real value in the absence of specific charges 
which could be made to stand up in court. For- 
mer Senator Harry P. Cain, chairman of the 
Subversive Activities Control Board, has urged 
that the list be ‘“‘liquidated.” 

Finally we wonder what the Founding-Fathers 
would say about giving one government official 
such broad if indirect power to punish political 
association. For loss of a pension earned on 
the battlefield is punishment, and punishment 
is certainly not more just because it is occa- 
sioned by an administrative list rather than by 
a fair trial

Not so long ago he thought he had better call 
off a scheduled visit to Egypt.

So 
an appearance in Cairo might be misinterpreted 
as a gesture of support. 

Hearing this, Secretary of State Dulles left 
Geneva for a quick call on Tito, urging him not 
to call off the trip, but to make it and try his 
hand as a peace-maker. 

Then there was the question of a term for 
Yugoslavia on the United Nations Security Coun- 
cil, It was the turn of an East European 
nation: Instead of backing Tito, however, the 
State Department started a campaign in favor 
of the Philippines, not exactly an East Euro- 
pean nation. The idea was not popular in the 
U.N., but the United States still was able to 
put on enough pressure to win a compromise— 
a 50-50 split of the term between Yugoslavia 
and the Philippines. If this made the Yugoslavs 
happy, they are odd people indeed. 

Now efforts are being renewed to have Yugo- 
slavia.act as mediator in the Middle East. this 
time with the added authority of Security Coun- 
cil membership. But the word from Belgrade 
is that the Yugoslavs are showing no great en- 
thusiasm for getting into what they consider 
an explosive situation. It seems their folklore 
also contains the story of the cat which burned 
its paws.

Facts Speak for Themselves 


Here, then, as presented in a recent 
address by Adm. Rickover to the Thom- 
as Alva Edison Foundation, Inc., are 
pertinent points about American educa- 
tion today. To save space I will list 
them briefly. They speak for them- 
selves 

On the engineering side some experts 
believe the United States is not even 
graduating enough trained people to 
sustain its present rate of technical ex- 
pansion beyond the year 1970. To main- 
tain present living standards in the face 
of rapid population growth industry 
must produce 10 years from now 40 
per cent more than it does today. 

The United States has used up in 
minerals and fuels since 1914 more than 
the entire world consumed in all of 
history before 1914. A similar growth 
in consumption simply cannot occur in 
the next 30 years “unless we make pro- 
found changes in technology.” This re- 
quires more and more laboratory and 
engineering skill. 


Weakness of a Nation’s Belief 


It is well known that the Soviet Union 
is going to pass the United States in 
scientific and engineering education un- 
less something is done. The United 
States today has about 800,000 engi- 
neers, the U.S.S.R. 650,000. Between 
1950 and 1960 the Soviet Union will 
have graduated 1,200,000 engineers and 
scientists, the United States 900,000 as 
presently programmed. 

The Soviet engineers will be as ex- 
pert in their fields as the Americans 
are. The Russians are educating as 
many women as men in the professions; 
far fewer American women enter the 
great professions. 

“Perhaps the most insidious weakness 
a nation can have is the belief... that 
it can do everything better than other 
people. We are subjected to this kind 
of propaganda in various media, such 
as the slick advertisements of our mag- 
azines. ., .” 


The present-day American school pu- 
pil has a school year twice as long as 
the pupil of 1870, and nine.times as 
much per pupil is spent on afucation, 
The question is whether he is adequate- 


ly trained for the demands of today’s 
society. 

Too many graduates consider their 
degree merely as a ticket to a job and 
a pass for security. “This desire for 
security in terms of money rather than 
in opportunity for self-improvement is 
hard to understand in a society where 
security is so readily available.” 


The United States is spending about 
2\% per cent of its national income on 
education. In contrast it spends more 
than 4 per cent on recreation. In 1951 
the amount spent for advertising was 
$199 for every family in the United 
States, but the amount spent for pri- 
mary and secendary education was only 
$152 per household. The national out- 
lay for educating citizens is substantial- 
ly less than the outlay for educating 
customers. 


Industry Can Help Still More 


Industry, which already has made 
splendid contributions of scholarships, 
could help still more by contributing 
directly to education—say a percentage 
of gross sales—and by loaning physicists 
and engineers for one-year teaching 
periods to schools and _ universities 
(more “people’s capitalism’’). 

It is more important to have better 
teachers than better school buildings. 
The main, the fundamental problem is 
that teachers’ salaries are desperately 
low—hence do not attract enough highly 
qualified men and women. 


“It will profit us very little to spend 
millions of dollars on scholarships and 
then place the students under incompe- 
tent teachers.” Niggardly teaching 
salaries—to those upon whom we de- 
pend to transmit our culture and our 
civilization—commit a fraud on our 
children. 


To maintain the present pupil-teacher 
ratio in the face of heavy population 
growth, the elementary and high schools 
will have to enlarge their teaching staffs 
by 500,000 in the next 10 years, yet 
there is already a present shortage of 
140,000 qualified teachers. 


If the U.S. Is to Hold Its Own 


To make up the slack and prepare 
for the future, actually “more than half 
the college graduates during the next 
10 years have to enter the teaching 
profession.” 


Moreover, the school year should be 
lengthened. The present American 
school year is based on an agricultural 
economy where children had to help on 
the farm. Students in Europe, includ- 
ing the Soviet Union, attend school six 
days a week instead of five, and their 
vacation period is about two thirds of 
ours. 


In a word, I expect Adm. Rickover 
would sum up by saying that the Amer- 
ican people must give far more thought 
to and pay out far more sums on educa- 
tion from here on—if only so that the 
United States may hold its own in the 
matter of living standards, world leader- 
ship, and the raising of citizens of abil- 
ity and wisdom and vision.

Emotions in a Suitcase 
THE SORROWS OF TRAVEL, by John Breon. (6. P, 

Putnam's Sons. 250 pgs., $3.50.) 

The sorrows of travel seem to arise 
principally from the fact that everyone 
carries his personal idiosyncracies and 
emotional difficulties wherever he goes, 
John Breon's first novel takes place in 
Paris; his characters are the intellectu- 
als and pseudo-intellectuals who congre- 
gate on the Left Bank. There is Paul 
the composer, who has taken under his 
wing Chuck, & boyhood acquaintance 
who has been left crippled by an auto 
accident. Devoted to both Paul and 
Chuck but faithful to a former love, is 
Livia who finds release from her ten- 
sions in fashioning 
jewelry adorned 
with erotic designs. 
George, a writer, is 
in love with Livia, 

Hovering on the 
fringes are Henry 
and Eunice. Henry 
is described as “a 
shocked schoolboy 
at heart” but will 
linger in the read- 
ers memory as a 
loud schoolboy; Eu- 
nice has not only 
gone native but 
has managed in the 
process to. trans- 
port herself spiritually to the decade 
of tie French Revolution and seems 
quite often about to ascend the steps 


of the guillotine in the casually proud 
manner of the French aristocrat. 

The characters are putting forth a 
great deal of energy in an endeavor to 
be bohemian and uninhibitedly pictur- 


esque; someone's effort is apparent, at 
any rate, but whether it is theirs or Mr. 
Breon's is not clear. , However, into 
their aimless, but harmless Eden comes 
——ert, a friend from Paul's Army days, 
a thoroughly unlikable yet piteous ser- 
pent, who precipitates tragedy by his 
lies and insinuations. These are mere- 
ly Albert’s method of bolstering a fal- 
tering ego but become the catalyzing 
force which breaks up the group.

Here “the world’s most re- 
mcrkable woman” tells the 
story of how she was taught 
“by the world’s most remark- 
able teacher.” Anne Sullivan 
Macy, virtually blind as a 
child, pierced the walls of 
deafness, blindness and mute- 
ness in Helen Keller’s life. 
Yet Anne Sullivan had no ex- 
perience as a teacher, until 
she ceme to the Keller home 
in Alabama, This is another 
installment condensed frem 
Miss Keller’s latest book, 
“Teacher: Anne Sullivan 
Macy,” just published by 
Doubleday & Co., New York. 


NE of Anne Sullivan's first 
0 procedures was to teach me 

how to play. She bestowed 
a faculty-shaping element with- 
out which either study or skill- 
ful work is hardly possible. 

Helen Keller, the child, had 
not laughed since she became 
deaf. When she had learned 
obedience and some patience, 
teacher came into the room one 
day laughing merrily, throwing 
out breezes of glee. She put 
the child’s hand on her bright 
face spelling “laugh,” then 
gently tickled her into a burst 
of mirth that gladdened the 
hearts of the family, 

She did it again and again, 
after which she guided Helén 
through the motions of romping 
Swinging, tumbling, jumping, 
hopping, skipping, and so forth, 
at her spelled word to each 
act, 

In a few days Helen was an- 
other child, splashing radiant 
joy, and oh, the marvelous 
frolics she and Annie had! The 
overflowing, bursting gladness, 
the exultation beyond utterance, 
the animation of new discov- 
— that wrapped Helen like 
ight. 

Romping with Helen, Teacher 
herself felt transported. The 
gift of constructive play that 
she had not known in her own 
childhood was conferred upon 
her. Thus by all kinds of move- 
ments, exercises, and games 
Helen was stimulated to ask 
the names of those different ac- 
tions and pursue knowledge 
through the ever-springing 
flames of Teacher's finger-spell- 
ing. 

The witchery of that spelling 
was unforgettable. Teacher's 
fingers positively twinkled in 
Helen’s hand while they played 
hide-and-seek or bounced balls 
or gamboled with kittens and 
puppies. 

Teacher kept some pigeons 
in a cage in her room so that 
when they were let out and she 
chased them, Helen might feel 
the air from their wings and 
know about the flight of birds 
and conceive the glory of wings. 

When the pigeons got over 
their shyness, they would light 
on Helen’s head and shoulder’s, 
and she learned how to feed 
them and understand their bill- 
ing and cooing, their pecks and 
flutterings. That is why birds, 
though unseen, have always re- 
mained as much a part of my 
world as flowers and stones. 

In Helen’s rabbit hutch were 
adorable ruby-eyed white rab- 
bits. Teacher had never seen 
rabbits before and their ever 
twitching noses were a constant 
delight to her, but the way 
they masticated their food 
seemed wrong and one day she 
tried to make one chew differ- 
ently. My mother and father 


laughed till they cried. 
7 among many of teacher's 

misinformations in zoology 
—but together she and Helen 
found out exciting details about 
wild rabbits from what they 
saw in the tame ones. Thus 
the joyous word game was re- 
newed day by day. 

Helen had “heard” in her 
fingers the neigh of Prince, the 
saddle horse, the mooing of 
cows, the squeal of baby pigs, 
and the lusty challenge of 
Chanticleer. 

Helen could not sing or crow, 
but, as Teacher tsed to say, her 
face shone with a radiance 
which even that caused by her 
acquisition of speech did not 
equal, 

What I have written is ram- 
bling, but it is like Browning’s 
star that showed him a ray of 
red, then of blue. Even so the 
morning star of Helen’s re- 
awakened childhood reveals it- 
self to me. 

Teacher literally bestowed 
her vitality, her imagination, all 
the knowledge she could gather 
from books about animals, 
plants and minerals and all that 
was bright and childlike in her- 
self on that restless, insatiate

Helen was blissfully ab- 
sorbed in living while Teacher 
remembered that she must ful- 
fill her vow—to erase the blank 
in the child’s life with the eyes 
and ears of intelligence, re- 
sourcefulness and association— 
to make love, invention, and 
literature restore in a measure 
the faculties of which unseeing, 
unheeding, unfeeling. nature 
had robbed a helpless small hu- 
man being. 

That is the way Teacher 
really felt, as I found out long 
afterward. Whenever Helen got 
herself twisted in her nouns, 
verbs and prepositions and by 
gesture showed what she could 
not say, Teacher supplied one 
or two significant words or a 
helpful sentence which gave 
new wings to the child’s indi- 
viduality.

S Helen grew a little older, 
A ‘Teacher could bring laugh- 

ter with Mother Goose 
rhymes or excite her with sim- 
ple but exquisite bits of verse. 
The process was the same as 
the normal way of learning to 
read—every word was not ex- 
plained to Helen, she was left 
free to puzzle out the meaning 
for herself. 

Although Helen was not con- 
scious of the magnitude of the 
heritage that was being re- 
stored to her, her ecstatic re- 
action to poetry has survived 
to thrill me. 


What sweet-breathing Pres- 
ence 

Out-perfumes the thyme? 

What voice enraptures 

The night’s balmy prime? 


That is how Helen felt while 
“reading” poetry with Teacher. 

Teacher’s readings with Helén 
grew longer and more frequent, 
and the new words which the 
child learned served her as 
sparks from which she formed 
questions and was thus led on 
to other words. 

Teacher used to say how 
awkward and clumsy Helen 
was. It was weeks before she 
could break the child’s habit 
of pushing aside lamps or other 
objects into which she bumped. 

Without damping Helen's joy 
in perpetual motion, Teacher 
showed her how to handle 
everything gently—a canary, a 
kitten’s fur, a rose on its stem 
with a chain of dew drops hang- 
ing from its leaves, her year- 
old sister Mildred in the swing. 
The importance of a delicate 
touch was shown by the death 


of a baby pigeon which, it 
grieves me to remember, Helen 
ovarfed. 

There is no counting the 


fragile bits of life that would 
have been injured or frightened 
by the child’s roughness if it 
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had not been for Anne’s watch- ness—and give 


fulness. 

Besides training Helen to sit 
and stand properly and walk 
with some grace, Teacher had 
all the cares that most parents 
have to make their children 
wash.behind their ears, comb 
and brush their hair, and put on 
clean clothes, 

That took a long time, as 
Helen had no idea of posture 
and disliked being continually 
“set to rights.” She was an in- 
corrigible imp. 

It took all Teacher’s persua- 
sion to stop Helen’s pinching 
her grandmother whom she dis- 
liked. Force was wasted on a 
child of Helen’s temperament, 
and Anne bore with her for a 
year or two. 

But the obstinacy of the imp 
reached a stage when something 
had to be done to save her 
from the habits that make chil- 
dren repulsive. Helen kept bit- 
ing her nails and one day there 
deseended upon her a human 
whirlwind who boxed her ears 
and tied her hands behind her 
back, thus shutting off all 
means of communication. 

It was only when her hands 
were tied that Helen’s desire to 
express her thought became 
strong enough to enable her to 
fight her bad habits. And she 
did not suffer as much as Anne 
who paced up and down the 
room, unable to read or interest 
herself in anything else. 

Teacher was never the “‘school- 
marm” portrayed in some of the 
articles I have read. She was 
a lively young woman whose 
imagination was kindled by her 
accomplishments with little 
Helen to unique dreams of 
molding a deaf-blind creature 
to the full life of a useful, nor- 
mal human being. 

Afire with these dreams, her 
words would slide through the 
child's hand like tiny meteors 
and create shining furrows of 
initiative. To this day I cannot 
“command the uses of my soul” 
or stir my mind to action with- 
out the memory of the quasi- 
electric touch of Teacher's fin- 
gers upon my palm. 

Sickened by the unthinking 
adulation bestowed upon me, I 
rejoice in the appreciation of 
those who have perceived Anne 
Sullivan's inventive endeavor to 
retrieve a life from triple disas- 
ter—blindness, deafness, mute-

liquids that might freeze are re- 
moved, if canned goods are not 
left around and if valuable 
furniture is covered to protect 
it from dampness.

She kept that dark secret 
until she was 64 and I was 50. 
As I look back on those early 
years, I am struck by the confi- 
dence with which she moved 
among the fires of creation 
that bring normal personalities 
out of unpromising materials.

North said later that he had 
felt like a sissy when he settled 
for the small-slam contract— 
but what else could he do? His 
Blackwood four no-trump had 
brought a one-ace answer from 
South, which could be the club 
ace rather than the heart ace, 
and the second stage of Black- 
wood had located only two of 
the three missing kings in the 
South hand. These could be 
the spade and club kings, and 
in that event a grand slam 
would be at the mercy of a 
trump finesse. Thus, everything 
considered, North simply did 
not feel like risking the sure 
profit of about 1600 points for 
the chance of making an addi- 
tional 750 points. 

No one cans quarrel with 
North's decision—in fact it was 
forced on him by ordinary pru- 
dence—but the point is that the 
right contract, whether that 
turned out to be six or seven 
hearts, could easily have been 
determined via a “gadget bid.” 
I refer to the Grand Slam Force 
that has been an optional fea- 
ture of the Culbertson System 
for 20 years. Under this con- 
vention North simply leaps all 
the way to five no-trump on the 
first round, by-passing the 
Blackwood four no-trump, and 
South is specifically ordered to 
bid seven of the only suit men- 
tioned—in this case, hearts—if 
he holds two of the three top 
heart honors.

URING this holiday vaca- 
Dion week the children may 

find they are surfeited with 
those Christmas toys. Once 
again there will be the question 
of what to do. 

What about popping corn? 
Even if there is a fireplace 
available, kitchen-made pop- 
corn is more satisfactory. And a 
heavy kettle or one of those 
specially designed foil poppers 
is really better than the wire 
popper for use on the range. 
Butter or shortening is added 
with the grains of corn and it 
will be necessary to add only 
Salt. 

Some of the corn or all of 
it may be used for balls, for 
which a syrup will be stirred 
into the hot corn. Of course the 
preparation of the syrup should 
be in the hands of mother or 


some older person. She will 
make sure, through the use of 
a candy thermometer, that the 
syrup will be just the right 
thickness. 

While the children can help 
with the corn popping, perhaps 
it is too much of a risk to let 
them take part in cooking the 
syrup, They can, however, form 
the balls after the popcorn is 
cool. Hands should be lightly 
greased for shaping the balls. 

Popcorn Balls 

Twenty cups popped corn 
(one and two-third cups un- 
popped corn); two cups sugar; 
one and one-half cups water; 


one-half teaspoon salt; one-half 
cup light corn syrup; one tea- 
spoon vinegar; one teaspoon 
vanilla. 

Keep the popcorn hot in a 
slow. oven. Stir sugar, water,

salt, corn syrup and vinegar 
over medium heat until sugar 
is dissolved. Put the candy 
thermometer {in the pan. Cook 
svrup to the hard ball stage

well to coat every kernel. Press 
into balls. Yield: 15 to 20 balls. 


Variations. 
Cinnamon syrup: one and 
one-half cups sugar; one-half 


cup red cinnamon candies; two 
tablespoons vinegar; one-half 
teaspoon. salt; one cup water. 


Molasses syrup: one and one- 
half teaspoons butter; one-half 
cup molasses; one-fourth cup 
sugar. 

Caramel syrup: One and one- 
half tablespoons butter; one and 
one-half cups brown sugar; six 
tablespoons water.
